WASHING SIMPLIFIED. 


BOYS' KNEE PANTS. 


The Work of the RancU Satisfactorily Dona 


by Soap and Kerosene Oil. 


I have recently learned of a new 


method of washing, which has so sim- 
ilified my own washing that I am anx- 
ous to extend the information as far as 
>ossible, and to this end I take the lib- 
irty of asking its insertion in your pa- 
per. 


The method is this: Soak the clothes 
iver night in warm water, soaping the 
more soiled parts. In the morning put 
over the boiler half full of wate'r, into 
which put three tablespoonfuls of kero- 
sene oil and enough soap, shaved from 
he bar, to make a good suds. If oil is 
seen on top the water, add more soap. 
'.n this water put the cleanest clothes 
and stir briskly about, being careful not 
o crowd the boiler, as it is necessary to 
mve the water percolate freely among 
he clothes. After they have boiled about 
ive minutes take out into water as hot 
as can be borne by the hands. The more 
soiled parts may require slight rubbing 
on the board. Pass from this water 
Jirough two rinsing waters^ It is bet- 
ter that the first should be hot 
As 


water is added to the boiler, add pro- 
portionate amount of oil and soap. 
The more soiled clothes will require a 
ittle longer boiling. If the work is 
properly done there will be no odor 
.eft from the oil. By this method the 
soap and oil are made to do the work 
of the hands and do it satisfactorily, 
too. There is an element in kerosene 
which enables it to disintegrate dirt, 
and in fact petroleum forms a constitu- 
ent part of many popular washing 
fluids. I would not advise any lady to 
try this without some personal super- 
vision. In once instance where the 
operation waa left entirely with the 
cook, the family washing was done 
with kerosene oil, the cook not suppos- 
ing that any soap was necessary; the 
result can better be imagined than de- 
scribed. I write this especially for the 
great number of women who do their 
own work, and who, while many of 
their husbands are clamoring for eight 
boars a day, with weaker bodies and 
wakeful nights patiently toil fourteen, 
and there is nobody to strike for them. 
—Cor. Syracuse (N. T.) Journal.

Supreme Court on Paving. 


A few days ago the BEPUBIJCAN gave a 


short paragraph telling ot the decision 
of the Illinois Supreme Court on the 
question of street paving, which decision 
materially affects Decatur property own- 
ers and settles points that have been 
contested by individuals who have be- 
lieved that they were wrongfully assessed. 
The decision onght to 'finally settle the 
question as to the power of cities to 
make improvements by special taxation. 
This decision is in the case of the city of 
Springfield vs. Emily A. Green and oth- 
ers. Defendants objected to the assess- 
ments of 1886 for street paving, and se- 
cured from Judge Matheny a ruling to 
the effect that corner lots have only one 
front, and therefore cannot be assessed 
for a pavement along the side of a lot. 
The Supreme court reverses this ruling, 
and decides that lots may properly be as- 
sessed on both end and side. 


As to the points raised by the object- 


ors, that special taxation by the front 
foot, as provided by the city council, is 
obnoxious to the spirit of the constitu- 
tion, and that such taxation is inequita- 
ble and unjust court says: "The whole 
matter is so fully discussed in the cases 
of White vs. People.94 HI., 604; Craw vs. 
Tolono, 96 111,265; Bigelowvs. Chicago, 
84m, 234; Enos vs. Springfield, 113 111., 
65; Galesburg vs. Searles, 114 HI., 217. 
Watson vs. Chicago, 115 111., 78: Sterling 
vs. Gait, 117 111., 15, wherein will be 
found all the reasons for and against the 
rule as now held by this court, that it 
would be but a mere idle waste of time 
to go over the ground again, and we 
therefore decline to do so." Again, "If 
it be possible to settle any question by 
repeated decisions all the same way, the 
present one surely ought to be regarded 
as finally and irrevocably settled." As 
to the point that the ordinance embraces 
more than one improvement, by provi- 
ding for the paving of several streets and 
alleys, the court say they regard the im- 
provement of the streets of the city as 
all parts of a common enterprise and the 
accomplishment of a single improve- 
ment. The decisions of the court go to 
support this view. They hold that the 
county court erred in not allowing the 
commissioners to amend their roll, in 
one or two cases, by putting the whole 
tax on the corner lot, where the party 
owned two side by side. 
The order is that the judgment of 


Judge Matheny bo reversed and the 
cause remanded with directions to allow 
the amendments in question and for fur- 
ther proceedings in conformity with the 
views there expressed. The opinion is 
by Mulkey, and there is no dissenting 
member of the court.

A foreign diplomatist accredited to 


Rome gives the following account of 
the present Pope'* income and what he 
does with it 
The Pontifical revenue is 


derived from three separate sources. 
The first Is the Interest of an enormous 
sum left by Pope Pins IX. to the Papal 
treasury, which interest produces some 
$600,000. 
The capital of this is in- 


vested in English Government funds. 
Contrary to what some persons might 
imagine, Leo XUl. is a great specu- 
lator and subscribes to all the Italian 
loans. Wheu the latter rise he soils 
out and invests the profits in English 
consols. To the revenue left by Pius 
IX. must be added a sum almost equal 
in amount furnished by the Peter's 
Pence Fund, which, however, has fallen 
off of late years. This constitutes the 
ordinary budget of the Holy See as 
distinguished from the extraordinary 
budget. The latter is derived from a 
third source, and is supplied by the re- 
ceipts of the Aportollc Chancellery. 
The collation of titles of nobility, dec- 
orations, blessings In articula mortis, 
altar privileges, private chapels, eccle- 
siastical titles— such are a few of the 
items which go to make up the extra- 
ordinary budget. 
It amounts to an 


average of $600,000 per annum, and 
serves to make up the private purse of 
the Sovereign Pontiff, and on which 
he relies to exercise his generosity. 
It will be observed that the pri- 
vate budget of the Pope Is thus 
derived, In a great measure, from 
the- satisfaction of human vanity. The 
ordinary budget of the Holy See, which, 
as stated above, amounts to $1,200,000 
per annum, is distributed by the major 
domo of the Vatican among the Cardi- 
nals residing In Rome— about $6,000 a 
year each— the prelates of the Papal 
couvt, the secretaries, the nuncios, the 
Pontifical body-guards, etc. 


It is denied that Leo XIII. is avari- 


cious. On the contrary, no Pope ever 
gave more, his Holiness keeping noth- 
ing for himself. As for his table, it re- 
sembles that of a poor country curate. 
His clothes cost him nothing, being 
supplied by the faithful from all parts 
of the world, and he scarcely keeps a 
penny to enrich even his own family. 
The dowry he gave to his favorite 
nephew, the handsome Camille Pecci, 
did not reach $20,000, while as for the 
presents he gave the bride, they were 
of the poorest kind. On the other hand 
he spends a great deal in raising 
tho prestige of his court, in creating 
school), relieving the poor and main- 
taining the Catholic press. He gives 
large subsidies to papers which support 
his policy, but they must be entirely 
subservient to him. 


As yet he has not touched a penny of 


tho annual allowance of $600,000 ac- 
corded to the Vatican under the law of 
Papal Guarantees, passed when Victor 
Emanuel took possession of Borne. 
The annual income has gone on ac- 
cumulating throughout all these seven- 
teen years, and now reaches an enor- 
mous sum. The Italian Bishops and 
clergy are paid by the Italian Govern- 
ment since the death of Pius IX. —N. T. 
Mail and Express.

Commonly Accepted Tbeortei Ooneernln'c 


Thl» Ancient «nd Int<r«>tln« People. 
This ancient and unknown people 


left remains of settled life, and of a 
certain degree of civilization, in the 
valleys of the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries; but we have no authentic name 
for them either as a nation or a race. 
The name "Mound-Builders" has been 
suggested by an important class oi 
•their works. These mounds were con- 
structed with intelligence and great 
labor. The great mound at Grave 
Creek, W. Va., is seventy feet high and 
one thousand feet in circumference at 
tho base; but generally the mounds 
range from six to thirty feet in height. 


Combinations of the square 
and 


circle are common in those ancient 
works, and the figures are always per- 
fect. 
Careful study of what is shown 


in the mnny reports of these ancient 
I'omains seem plainly to authorize the 
conclusion that the Mound Builders 
entered the country at the .south, and 
began their settlements near the Gulf. 
Here they must have been very numer- 
ous, while their works at every point 
on tho line of their distribution, north, 
enst and west, indicate a much less 
numerous border population. Remains 
of their works have been traced through 
» great extent of country. They are 
found in West Virginia, and are spread 
through Michigan, Wisconsin and Iowa 
to Nebraska. No other united people 
previous to uur time can be supposed 
to hu\ e occupied so large an extent of 
territory in this part of North America. 
It can be seen, without long study of 
their works, that the Mound-Builders 
had a certain degree of civilization 
which rai.seil them fur above the condi- 
tion of savages. 


No savage, tribo found here by Euro- 


peans could have undertaken such con- 
structions as those of the Mound-Build- 
ers. It is abundantly evident that 
there wero large towns at such places 
as Newark, drcleville and Marietta, in 
Ohio. Relics of art have been dug 
from some of the mounds, consisting of 
a variety of ornaments and Implements 
made of copper, silver, obsidian, por- 
phyry and greenstone, finely wrought. 
There are nxes, single and double, 
adzes, chills, drills or gravers, lance 
heads, knives, bracelets, pendants, 
beads, nnd the like, made of copper. 
There are articles of pottery, elegantly 
designed and finished,ornaments made 
of silver, cone, mica from the Alle- 
phenies, and shells from the Gulf of 
Mexico. Tho articles made of stone 
show 6ne workmanship, and some of 
them »re elaborately carved. Tools of 
some very hard material most have 


been required to work the porphyry in 
this manner. Obsidian is a volcanic 
product largely used by the ancient 
Mexicans and Peruvians for arms and 
cutting Instrument*. It is found in Its 
natural state nowhere nearer the Mis- 
sissippi valley than the Mexican moun- 
tains of Cerro Gordo. 


There appears to b« evidence that 


the Mound-Builders had the art of 
spinning and weaving, for cloth has 
been found among 
their 
remains. 


Schoolcraf t gives this account ol a dis- 
covery made in West Virginia: "In 
the course of excavations made in 1842 
in the easternmost of the three mounds 
of the Elizabeth group, several tubes of 
stone were disclosed, the precise object 
of which has been the subject of vari- 
ous opinion*. The longest measured 
twelve inches, tho shortest eight 
Three of then were carved out of 
steatite, being skillfully cut and pol- 
ished. The; diameter of the tube ex- 
ternally was one inch and four-tenths; 
the bore, eight-tenths of an inch. This 
caliber was continued till within three- 
feighths of an inch of the sight end, 
when it diminishes, to two-tenths of an 
inch. By placing the eye at the dimin- 
ished end, the extraneous light is shut 
from the pupil, and distant objects are 
more clearly discerned." An ancient 
Peruvian relic, found a few years ago, 
shows the figure of a man wrought in 
Wlver, in the act of studying the 
heavens through such a tube. 
Similar 


tubes have been found among relics of 
the Mound Builders in Ohio and else- 
where. In Mexico, Captain Dupaix 
saw sculptured on a peculiar stone 
structure the figure of a man making 
use of one. Astronomical devices were 
sculptured below the 
figure. 
This 


structure he supposed to have been 
used for observation of the stars. 


That the Mound-Builders and their 


works belong to a distant period in the 
past is evident; but we have no means 
of determining their antiquity with 
any approach to accuracy. Great an- 
tiquity is indfcated by skeletons taken 
from the mounds. Every skeleton of 
a Mound-Builder is found in a condi- 
tion of extreme decay. Not more than 
one or two skeletons of that people 
have been recovered in a suitable con- 
dition for intelligent examination; yet 
all the circumstances attending their 
burial were unusually favorable for 
their preservation. The Mound-Build- 
ers are supposed to have been sun- 
worshipers, like the Mexicans and 
Peruvians, as the dirks dug from their 
mounds appear to have been designed 
as representatives of the sun and moon. 
The Natchez Indiana found settled on 
the Lower Mississippi may have been a 
degenerate remnant of the Mound- 
Builders. They differed in language, 
customs and condition from all other 
Indians in the country; and their own 
traditions connected them with Mexico. 
Like the Mexicans they had temples 
or sacred buildings in which the "per- 
petual fire" was maintained. Each 
of 
their villages 
was 
furnished 


with a sacred building of this kind. 
They were sun-worshipers and claimed 
that their chief derived his descent 
from the sun. The Natchez were ex- 
terminated in 1730 by the French, whom 
they had treated with great kindness. 
Of the few who escaped death, some 
werq received among the Chickasaws 
andMuskogeee, but more were sent to 
Santo Domingo and sold as slaves. 
No view that can be taken of the relics 
left by the Mound-Builders will permit 
us to believe that their stay in the 
country was short. 
Any hypothesis 


based on the shortest possible estimate 
of the time must count the years by 
centuries.—Toledo Blade

freight trains on the Chicago * M«rt* 
western railroad had collided here m the, 
morning, and the scene ol the wrecfc was 
surrounded by a great crowd of Country 
folks. The freight wreck was a serious 
one, the trairs having by some misunder- 
standing oi- misionstruction of orders 
met right abreast the great water tank 
and dajnolishel each other. 
The crowd viewing the wreck complete- 


ly surrounded the groat t*nk, which con- 
tained nearly a hnnrtr rl thousand gallons 
of water. It In supposed that the jar of 
the collision, which wns a violent one, naa 
loosened or brokeu nome of tho hoops of 
the immense tnnh. However, there was 
no indication of anv thing wrong or any 
intimation of any danger. 
Th« scene ol 


the wreck was the center of attraction 
for the people of the town and the coun- 
try round about, and all day long there 
was a great throng of people about the lo- 
oalitv. 
Last evening the people who had noth- 


ing else to occupy their time flocked to 
the scene, and at half-past five o'clock 
several thousand persons were congre- 
gated in the vicinity, many of them being 
immediately under or closely surrounding 
the big tank 
Suddenly the great tank 


collapsed and the people were buried by 
the debris of tho structure and the im- 
msnse volume of water. 


Of course a scene of the wildest con- 


fusion ensued, and it was thought the loss 
of life would be great. As soon as pos- 
sible the wreckage was cleared away 
when it was found that five people had 
been killed .outright, two others fatally 
injured and many more severely hurt

saved." 


Within fifteen minutes after the discov- 


ery of the flro the kerosene on deck was 
in flames, and it wns imposBible to remain 
on the vessel 
Every one erot into the 


boats. There were thirteen in one and 
eleven in the other 
The flre was so sud- 


den that no one was able to save anything. 
The ship's boats were always kept pro- 
visioned, otherwise those who escaped in 
them would have starved to death There 
was intense suffering from heat and lack 
of water. 


When all were nearly dead from ex- 


haustion, after five days' exposure in the 
open boats, Remylro 
Island, one of 


the Tumlutu group, was sighted. Here 
refusre was hart for twelve days, being 
kindly cared for bv native*. From there 
In a small cutter, the party reached Tahiti, 
one hundred miles distant. 


J D. Priel, one of the passengers on the 


Ralatea, died a dny after the boats left 
the burning vessel. His death resulted 
from injuries received in being pulled 
through the bullseye of the vessel while 
being rescued 
The persona on the vessel 


comprised twenty of a crew and four pas- 
sengers 
All except Priel reached here in 


safety
